Crimes of

An appreciable incyease was 
noted in the number of violent 
crimes by teenagers during last 
year, the Police Agency an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The agency said in its report 
on criminal offenses by juveniles 
that 155,373 minors were arrest- 
ed in 1958 for such violent 
crimes as homicide, robbery, 


166,000 in 1951.

also notable that the age of 
juvenile delinquents has become 
younger every year. It said the 
number of criminals under 14 


a 14 but under 16 rose by 
11 cent, and those above 16 
but under 18 increased by 15 
per cent. 


It also noted an increase in 
sex crimes such as rapes by a 
group of boys. The number of 
mass rape cases totaled 3,554, 
or an increase of 2,139 over the 
previous year, it said. 


The report said the number of 
mass theft cases also increased 
appreciably. A group of teenage 
thieves arrested In Osaka last 
year stole ¥5,000,000 worth of 
motorcycles and the members of 
the group worked on a month- 
ly wage basis. 

A gang of teenagers attacked 
a group of grownup gangsters 
last year in a dispute over “ter- 
ritory” and killed two of them 
in the fight, the report said. 

It said the number of crimes 
by teenage girls also showed a 
remarkable increase. A total of 
6,887 such girls were arrested 
last year, an increase of 455 over 
the previous year. 

Of them 36 committed homi- 
cide, 16 armed , 33 ar- 
son, 295 assault and battery and 
5,453 theft, the report said.

He said that the development 
of newly developing areas was 
not only desirable for the local 
population but also for the 
benefit of developed nations. 

Free countries of the world, 
he said, can not stand firmly 
together unless a reasonable 
standard of living is promised to 
everybody. 

Watanabe said that the de- 
mand for the development of 
these areas is growing increas- 
ingly stronger and the World 
Bank could be of great help in 
supplying the funds necessary 
for this development, but it is 
now felt that the World Bank 
is not able to meet all the re- 
quirements. 

The Japanese World Bank 
executive said that the proposed 
organization would be “an affi- 
liate” of the present World 
Bank designed to make loans 
through the Development Fund 
on more liberal terms than the 
present World Bank. 

Watanabe said that the United 
States has been offering loans 
on liberal terms through the 
Development. Loan Fund, but

Nixon Makes 
No Progress 
With K’chev 


NEW YORK (AP)—U.S. Vice 
President Richard Nixon has 
told President Eisenhower. that 
his Sunday discussion with 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev produced “no substantial 
rogress” toward settling differ- 
ences between the U.S. and, the 
Soviet Union of the future of 
Germany and Berlin, the New 
York Times said Tuesday. 

A Leningrad dispatch from 
James Reston said the report 
was made to Eisenhower Mon- 
day and was relayed to U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Christian Herter 
at Geneva, where he is partici- 
pating in the Big-Four confer- 
ence on Berlin. 

The Nixon report described 
his talk with Khrushchev as 
“serious and useful” but main- 
ly an “exchange of views” that 
led to no new proposals for end- 
ing the stalemate at Geneva, the 
Times said. 

It continued: 

“The Nixon Report to Wa- 
shington and Geneva noted that 
it should not be assumed that 
Mr. Khrushchev’s failure to 
make any concessions to Mr. 
Nixon meant that he would 
not give new instructions to the 
Soviet Foreign Minister, Andrei 
A. Gromyko, in time to prevent 
the Geneva conference from 
taking another recess at the 
end of this week. 

“Nevertheless, every refer- 
ence in the talks to the future 
of Germany or Berlin, or even 
to the method of negotiating on 
these questions, regularly 
brought forth from Mr. Khrush- 
chev a torrent of protest that 
the United States was trying 
to upset the ‘Socialist borders’ 
in Eastern Europe. 

“This in turn was followed on 
several occasions by complaints 
from the Soviet Premier about 
the revival of German militarism 
and United States bases around 
the Soviet Union and by 
threats as to what would hap- 
pen if any effort was made by 
the United States to intervene 
directly in Eastern Europe.” :

Big-Three Paris Meeting 
Backed by U.S. Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Diplo- 
matic reports of a Big Three 
Paris conference in September 
or late August Monday won De- 
mocratic endorsement in Con- 
gress and a plea that Italy and 
West Germany be included. 


Senate Democratic whip Mike 
Mansfield, a foreign relations 
committeeman, said he thought 
it a “splendid idea” to have 
President Dwight D. Elisen- 
hower, Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan and President 
Charles de Gaulle get together— 
regardiess of the outcome of 
the current Geneva conference. 

Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee Chairman J. Wil. 
Nam Fulbright said the “reason- 
ing of a Big-Three conference is 
almost inevitable.” 

Diplomatic sources in Wash- 
ington revealed that plans were 
in the making for the Paris 
meeting of the American, Brit- 
ish and French heads of state 
whether or not the Geneva 
meeting leads to a summit con- 


ference.

Education Minister Takechiy 


o Matsuda yesterday met Take- 


shi Kobayashi, chairman of the Japan Teachers Union (Nik- 


kyoso), 
issue 


to discuss the controversial teachers’ efficiency rating . 
and various other problems. 


It was the first time they conferred on the rating system. 


The meeting was held in an 
amicable atmosphere, but Ma- 
tsuda and Kobayashi remained | 
wide apart in their views, ac- 
cording to informed sources. 


Twenty-nine Nikkyoso execu- 
tives accompanied Kobayashi to 
the talks. 


At yesterday's meeting, the 
Nikkyoso representatives sub- 
mitted a seven-point demand 
calling, among other things, for 
suspension of the teachers’ rat- 
ing system, reinstatement of 
Nikkyoso members dismissed 
by the Government for partici- 
pating in antirating campaigns, 
and nonrevision of the school 
eurriculum. 


The Education Minister re- 
lied that further studies would 
conducted on the rating 
system, and that if the system 
was found indisputably wrong, 
it would be abolished. Matsuda 
said, however, he will not con- 
sider reinstatement of the dis- 
missed teachers. 


Matsuda that both 
his ministry and Nikkyoso co- 
operate in the “normalization of 
education” with due respect for 
each other’s position. The Nik- 
kyoso representatives welcomed 
the suggestion. 


After the meeting, however, 
the Nikkyoso officials said 
Matsuda’s soft-pedaled remarks 
were merely “courtesy na- 
ture” and that inet saw virtual- 
ly no hope of the rating system 
being withdrawn by the Gov- 
ernment. 


US. to Restrict 
Jet Night Flights

Postal Union 
Opens 5-Day 
Convention 


FUKUOKA (Kyodo) — The 
lith annual convention of the 
Japanese Postal Workers Union 
(Zentei), opening here today, 
appears likely to add fuel to 


the controversy over when 
Japan will ratify the Inter- 
national Labor Organization 
Convention 83. 


The five-day meeting is ex- 
pected to reelect three leaders of 
the 220,000-member union who 
have been fired from their pos- 
tal jobs. This would challenge 
the Government contention that 
persons not employed in the 
postal system cannot hold office 
in the union. 


The Government insists that 
“normalization” of the union 
through election of new, pre- 
sently-employed officers, is a 
prerequisite to Government re- 
ase: of the ILO conven- 


ILO Convention 83 pertains to 
the right of free association in 
union membership. 


A move to reelect the three 
executives, who include union 
chairman Gen Nogami, was en- 
dorsed at a conference of Zentei 
regional representatives just 
prior to the convention. 


The convention is also expect- 
ed to adopt flexible negotiating 
tactics whereby overtime work 
agreements will be negotiated 
on a month-to-month basis. 


Opposition to turning mail 
deliveries over to outkide con- 
tractors using automobiles is 
part of the draft policy to be 
presented to the convention. 
Opposition to revising the 
Japan-U.S. Security Pact is also 
on the agenda.

The best putters maintain 
the same, firm grip on the 
club throughout the stroke. 
Perhaps that sounds a bit 
grade-schoolish, but the fact 
of the matter is that many 


golfers don’t putt well be- 
cause they don’t maintain 
that steady grip. 

The fellow who takes a loose 
grip at the outset of the 
stroke, but who at some point 
of his putt thinks he’s not 
holding on firmly enough, re- 
grips, or regrabs, and of 
course throws his putt off. 

The best advice is to take 
a grip of sufficient firmness at 
the outset, and to maintain 
that pressure throughout the 
stroke.

Shea said that the league 
planned to play its first 154 
game schedule with a mini- 
mum of eight clubs in 1961. 

He added that the league 
could “conceivably be larger” 
and read a list of 10 other cities 
which are interested in joining 
the new circuit. 

The formal announcement of 
the circuit was made in a pro- 
clamation by Mayor Robert F. 
Wagner of New York, who call- 
ed this “Continental League 
Baseball Day” and pledged that 
the new league would offer 
“baseball of the highest quality 
in stadiums second to none.” 


Shea said the league was be 


e| ing formed within the structure 


of currently organized baseball 
and that it already had adopted 
a constitution and hoped to 
have league officers elected 
when it meets with National 
and American ——— officials 


in joint session in New York 
Aug. 18. 
Shea said each of the five 


founding cities has already de 
posited $50,000 in the new lea- 
gue’s treasury. He said the lea- 
gue has adopted a rule that any 
new franchise must have a sta- 
dium with a minimum seating 
capacity of 35,000. 


“We are looking forward to 
the cooperation of the Major 
League owners,” he said. “We 
have received encouragement 
from them but we also found 
that the formation of a third 
major league was the only way 
}that cities who want Major Lea- 
gue baseball will be able to get 
it.”

Lumber Co. announced negotia- 
tions have been completed for 
an additional three-year lease 
of the Wrangell Mills Inc. saw- 
mill here.

Seaton Proposes 
Canned Tuna Talks 


Fred A. Seaton, U.S. Secreta- 
ry of the Interior, yesterday pro- 
posed that Japan and the U.S.

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Kishi in Brazil | 
Prime Minister Kishi’s visit to Brazil will, it is hoped, 
open up an era of closer relations between Japan and that 


country. 


Particularly do we look for an expansion of commerce 
and some further emigration of suitable Japanese settlers 
to Brazil. This vast country, 8% million square kilometers 
in extent, has still only a population of a little more than 50 
million persons, and there should be room for many more 
settlers from Japan and other overcrowded countries. 

Mr. Kishi’s tour took him, of course, to Rio de Janeiro, 
the present federal capital, but he also visited Brasilia, de- 
signed to be the new capital from next April, which is 


situated about 1,000 kilometers north 


Paulo, among other places. 


west of Rio, and Sao 


Everywhere, Mr. Kishi was greeted by Japanese resi- 
dents but it was in Sao Paulo, the center of a colony of 
some 300,000 immigrant Japanese and thousands of their 


Brazilian-born children, that 
from his compatriots. 


From Brazilians, other than those of Japanese ancestry 
Mr. Kishi received a warm welcome wherever he stopped

and the Brazilian press paid some notable tributes to Japan. 
The Correio da Manha called Mr. Kishi “the Prime Minister 
of a country to which Brazil owes much, including and 
above all great waves of an immigration that is very useful, 
and now also extremely valuable collaboration in our in- 


dustrial development.” 


The same paper, deploring that 


Brazilian officialdom had been less helpful in the past to 
Japanese immigration than it might have been, remarked 
that it was an admirable opportunity for “examining our 


conscience.” 


Another Brazilian newspaper, the Diario de Noticias, 
declared that “as a country that has reached a notable grade 
of industrialization, Japan is in a condition to maintain a 
steady flow of business with us, given the fact that Brazil, 
for its part, has basic materials that interest the ancient 
Oriental empire.” But it adds, “this interchange, however, 
does not reach the level now that it legitimately should b=: 


expected to reach.” 


So far as immigration is concerned, Mr. Kishi, speaking 
in Sao Paulo, said that when he talked with President 
Kubitschek in Rio they both agreed that practical solutions 
were needed for current immigration problems. He ac- 
knowledged that there had been some criticism of Japanese 
immigrants in Brazil for their failure to assimilate with 
Brazilians and for preferring to remain in their own conmi- 


munities. 


This separative tendency has been observed among 
Japanese residents in other countries, but, in Brazil, where 
the indigenous way of life is so different from that of Japan, 
the tendency may be particularly strong. The Brazilians, 
naturally, regard with disfavor the creation of any “hard 


core” of unassimilatable foreign 


ts, and there have 


sometimes been examples of friction on this score. On the 


other hand, quite a number of Ja 


panese immigrants of the 


older generation have now succeeded in ‘closely sidentifying 
themselves with the public life of their adopted country. 
So far as the economic success of the Japanese im- 
migrants is concerned, results have usually been good. 
There have been some failures, of course, but these have

ts have gone to 


mostly immigran 

parts of Brazil where the climate is unsuitable for people 
from a temperate zone country. There is no doubt that 
from an emigration point of view, Brazil is an exacting 
country in several respects. It, therefore, behooves those 
responsible in Japan to be highly selective as to the type 
of would-be settlers chosen. There should be no such idea 
as that the village misfit will do. 


The expansion of Japan-Brazilian trade and industrial 
contacts is likely to be a gradual process. Brazil’s economic 
difficulties, especially difficulties with the currency, con- 
stitute a discouraging factor at times. 

Recent visitors to Brazil speak of the rapid develop- 
ment of large areas of the country, but there is a constant 
demand for fresh capital which it is difficult to find—es- 
pecially for the improvement of communications which re- 
main insufficient for today’s needs. A recent report from 
Rio says Japanese firms operating in the country are gen- 
erally suffering from an acute shortage of funds, mainly 
because of the instability of the Brazilian market and lack 
of adequate business plans on the part of the Japanese. 

Faced with a chronic inflationary threat, the Brazilian 


Government has adopted a tight money policy that adds to — 


the practical difficulties of extending the operation of for- 
eign enterprises within the country. 

Japanese investments in Brazil are still small compared 
with those of the United States and West Germany. The 
possibility of their early expansion should be carefully con- 
sidered by financial and industrial circles in Japan.

Shipping Depression 
How to rebuild the nation’s 
shipping industry, suffering 
from a depression, as is the coal 
mining industry, is becoming a 
serious problem to consider. In 
the hope of tiding over the pre- 
sent depression, shipping com- 
panies expect that the -Develop- 
ment*Bank of Japan will lower 
interest rates on loans extended 
them for canstruction of vessels 
in post-war years or permit 
suspension of interest pay- 
ments. In the eyes of shipping 
companies, the Government 
should help them to that extent 
at least in compensation for the 
Government's suspension of 
wartime compensation for 
vessels lost in the war. The 53 
major shipping companies’ de- 
ficits 4n fiscal 1959's first half 
totaled a staggering ‘22,200 
million. Thus viewed, mere 
lowering of money rates will 
not serve to tide shipping com- 
panies over the depression. The 
nation’s shipping companies 
ad merge into a small 
umber so that the Government 
may extend a helping hand on 
a priority basis to aid the com- 
panies in their predicament.—

Mabuchi River Tragedy 

A Welfare Ministry survey 
showed that 13,000 children 
under the age of 14 died in 
accidents during the summer 
vacation of 1957, 47 per cent of 
them from drowning. The 
drowning of a primary school 
student and a teacher who tried 
to rescue him on the Mabuchi 
River in Aomori Prefecture 
Saturday proves that the 
authorities concerned still 
haven't realized the need for 
the utmost precaution against 
drowning. The Mabuchi River 
tragedy occurred while a group 
of primary school children were 
swimming under the supervi- 
sion of four instructors.

Among their pain- 
ful memories is an awareness 
that they waited too late to 
push Taft all-out. No such mis- 
take will be made this time, 
not even in the South, where 
GOP convention votes are often 
worth more than GOP votes in 
the election. 

Indeed, some senior Nixon 
associates see the South as his 
area of greatest potential dan- 
ger at the convention, simply 
because that region has been 
aided s0 long by Rockefeller 
family benefactions. There 
will, therefore, be special efforts 
to seal off the South from any 
pro-Rockefeller forays. But 
here alone the national pattern 
of the Nixon  preconvention 
campaign will be broken. 

For the present plan is to 
have Nixon’s claims presented 
there not by himself but by 
others. The fact that he is no 
public hero in the South is 
frankly faced. This is the one 
section he is unlikely to enter 
this fall.

Heat Over Pact Revision

The ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party's Foreign Affairs Re- 
search Council met Monday to 
mull over the proposed revision 
of the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty. 

Foreign Minister Aljichiro 
Fujiyama came to the meeting 
with an armload of data stress- 
ing the need for revision and 
explained the latest develop- 
ments in the negotiations. 

First to fire interpellations 
was Sadanori Yamanaka of the 
anti-Fujiyama, Ichiro Kono fac- 
tion. 


He claimef the duration of 
the revised treaty should be set 
at three or five years, not 10. 

This was the conclusion 
reached when Kono and his 
men met recently at Karuizawa 
and discussed the revision is- 
sue. 

Yamanaka drew a prompt re- 
buttal from Yoshiro Kikuchi, 
an alleged recent addition to 
the Fujiyama faction. 

“What do you mean 10 years 
is too long?” He demanded to 
know. “The Soviet-Communist 
China nonaggression pact is to 
be valid for 30 years!” 

That touched off a heated 
verbal free-for-all among the 
multiple cliques of the Govern- 
ment party represented at the 
council. 

Fujiyama was obviously ex- 
asperated by the situation but 
put up a brave front. Said he, 
“Just wait and see. They will 


end up endorsing my way of 
thinking.”

In Kagoshima, Kyushu, there 
was a custom of boat owners 
and young men jumping into 
the sea blindfolded at the be- 
ginning of the fishing season 
and coming up with stones 
from the sea bottom. They 
worshipped these stones as 
symbols of Ebisu-sama. 

In some places, when girl div- 
ers enter into the sea, or fisher- 
men start to drop their fishing 
lines, they shout “Ebisu,” in 
prayer for good catches. 

Such customs prove that they 
believe Ebisu-sama to be the 
deity who brings them good 
luck in fishing. 

Anything they fish out of the 
sea, or any drifting article they 
found on the sea was also re- 
garded as a symbol of their 
Ebisu-sama. 

Thus it is presumed that the 
belief in this type of Ebisu 
originated among fishermen and 
people of seaside districts. But 
this belief was gradually fol- 
lowed by the inland people, 
who came to consider Ebisu- 
sama also as the guardian deity 
of their trade or work.

The area of wage determina.

established a fixed periodic wage 
increase system (teiki shokyu 
seido). Various supplementary 
allowances are often provided 
in the form of “efficiency bonus” 
and the like; however, these do 
not serve to alter the fundamen- 
tal features of wage 
structure. 


This system was originally 
devised by the prewar large en- 
terprise employers as a means 
of assuring the stability of 
the work force and to rid 
themselves of the excessive la- 
bor turnover that plagued most 
industrial concerns prior to the 
1920s. It was so fashioned as 
to serve as a support to the 
system of superior-inferior labor 
relations and the status hierar- 
chical structure which consisted 
of the three major classes: 
shokuin (college graduate white 
collar staff employe), Koin 
(regular factory worker) and 
Rinjiko (temporary worker). 

The determination of wage 
increases or changes in the 
wage system were the unchal- 
lenged absolute domain of the 
employer. By the '20s legitimate 
trade unions had been eliminat- 
ed from the large enterprises. 

After the initial years of con- 
fusion and disarray following 
the defeat there arose the prob- 
lem of arriving at a new for- 
mula of wage determination 
between management and the 
newly emerged trade unions. 
During the period of postwar 
chaos the unions had raised the 
demand for “seikatsu. kyu” 
(living wage) which were de- 
signed to permit the worker to 
maintain some semblance o 
minimum liying standards 
a period of shortages and soar- 
ing inflation. 

Around 1950 the economy 
began to return to a relative 
degree of stability and the 
unions were compelled to for- 
mulate a new wage increase 
formula. As before they at- 
tempted to apply the. theoreti- 
cal prem on a naive 
and simplistic conception of 
Marxism-Japanese style — that 
“ ... the postwar trade unions 
are primarily a class organ of 
the working class ... Being 
members of a unitec working 
class their needs had to be in- 
corporated into a single de- 
mand.” 

Consequently there was born 
the “base up” approach where- 
by unions negotiate with em- 
ployers for a general monthly 
wage increase. According to 
Prof. Mikio Sumiya of Tokyo 
University: 

“This ‘base-up’ formula how- 
ever produced, ironically 
enough, an unexpected conse- 
quence of great importance. 
What was it? It was the revival 


, Of the status hierarchical sys- 


tem (mibun sei). The base-up 
formula unwittingly served to 
make the wage scale curve 
which was formerly compara- 
tively flat increasingly con- 
cave.” 

“The original intention of the 
baseup was to raise the basic 
wage for all her’ employes. 
What actually happened, how- 
ever, was this: when the well- 
-kKnown ¥2,920 base was agreed 
upon between the union and the 
employer, no detailed stipula- 
tions were provided as to the ac- 
tual wage increase figures for 
individual employes. Therefore 
management has taken advan- 
tage of this base-up formula in 
creating a wage structure that 
would cater to the needs of the 
employer. 

“The result was an increasing- 
ly large gap between the wages 
paid to those in the higher and 
the lower categories through a 
series of wage adjustments. 
Management so planned this 
wage distribution as to provide 
those in the shokucho (foreman 
and shokuin (white collar)

Similar occasions result in the 


“across the board” or “general 
increases” to all union members 
in a given enterprise. Under 
the Japanese “base-up” practice 
the “base up” merely signifies 
that both parties have come to 
an agreement on the total 
amount to be furnished by the 
company for the purpose 
wage increases—the computa- 
tion is made on so much per 
capita. However, the actual 
amount to be provided to each 
individual employes is largely 
an employer prerogative. 

In recent wage talks between 
the union and a well-known 
private electric railway com- 
pany the union was able to 
obtain the power to designate 
the allocation of wage increases 
for about one-third of the union 
membership while the employer 
determined the distribution of 
raises for the remaining two- 
thirds. 

Initially the base-up formula 
Was an attempt to emulate the 
collective bargaining practices 
of the Western countries in 
negotiating wage rates for each 
worker. However, lacking a 
sufficient grasp of the nature of 
the Japanese wage problem, in 
the absence of the indispensable 
degree of collective bargaining 
power, hampered by the ignor- 
ance of their ideological men- 
tors, and the conflicting in- 
terests of the various categories 
of union members, it was not 
successful. 

Prof. Sumiya observes: “The 
problem of wage distribution is 
a very difficult one. If the union 
tried to come to grips with this 
complex problem there would 
have inevitably occurred many 
conflicts of interest within the 
organization. Therefore unions 
seem to have decided to stay 
away from this question and 
consequently acquiesced in the 
employers’ manipulations. 

“The employer's thinking on 
this problem is unilateral; he 
desires to erect a wage struc- 
ture in which those employes 
who are in the company’s serv- 
ice for a number of years or 
those with such ranks as 
shokucho benefit the most. The 
union, on the other hand, 
endeavors to stifle the desires of 
certain employe categories in 
the absence of an equitable 
wage distribution formula.” 

There is currently under way, 
in both management and labor 
circles, a good deal of discus- 
sion and controversy over the 
issues of wage structure and 
wage increases—employers in- 
sist on the periodic raise system 
and the unions counter with a 
demand for the continuance of 
the “base-up” formula. 

“But the grievances of these 
stifled voices,” continues Sumi- 
ya, “have eventually made the 
union leadership modify the 
base-up formula by the addition 
of various supplemental in- 
dividual claims with the result 
that the employers’ present 
thinking is that the base-up 
formula has outlived its useful- 
ness now that prices have be- 
come stabilized, wage standards 
have been restored to prewar 
levels and new requirements 
for investments have arisen. 

“This is how the problem of 
the periodic raise formula has 
become the order of the day 
. . « The company aims, by the 
introduction of this periodic 
raise formula which s 
preferential treatment for em- 
ployes with long continuous 
service, to stabilize industrial 
relations. . . . His (the -em- 
ploye’s) life commitment is 
compensated for by the em- 
ployer, who is still motivated 
by the memories of prewar 
practices, through the device of 
the periodic raise formula.” 


hand, does not possess a 
thorough understanding of the 
prewar periodic raise practices. 
In other words, the union is 
not fully aware of the implica- 
tions of these practices. The 
people who now lead the Japa- 
nese labor movement do not 
have sufficient personal — 
ence which would enable 
to grasp the role of ‘the prewar 
periodic wage increase formula. 
“Nonetheless they more or 
less sense the dangers involved. 
As a matter of general policy 


; the union opposes this formula 


but in practical application con- 
flicts emerge within the union. 
The fact that some receive 
raises while others do not natu- 
ally results in sharp divisions 
within the union so that the 
organization finds it increasing- 
ly difficult to carry out a unit- 
ed campaign. 

“Therefore the. union’s think- 
ing is that it should continue to 
insist on the base-up formula in 
order to unify the interests of 
its membership so that they 
will regard the union as the 
champion of wage increases 
and thereby contribute to the 
union’s strength.” 

“From the employer's point 
of view the periodic raise for- 
mula is vitally important if he 
is to succeed in dissipating the 
union’s strength. Moreover this 
formula appears to be of great 
assistance in his endeavor to 
stabilize industrial relations, 
This discrepancy between the 
views of labor and management 
continues to be the source of 
seemingly insurmountable dif.
